SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Harrison's Flov\Grs is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD mainly contains the feature of the same title, set in 1991 in the war-torn 
former Yugoslavia. The story follows Sarah in her determined search for her husband 
and colleague, a successful and famous American photojournalist who is missing and 
presumed dead. She inspires several other journalists to assist her, finally finding him 
in ravaged Vukovar. Along the way they experience and witness first-hand atrocities 
that characterised the war. The feature is identical to that originally examined as a 
video recording and classified by the Classification Office (OFLC Ref. 201325). The 
classification, objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to 
persons who have attained the age of 16 years, was registered in September 2002. 
The descriptive note 'Contains violence, offensive language and drug use' was 
attached to the video recording. 

In addition to the feature the DVD contains five trailers previewing other features, a 
documentary short feature that examines the making of the previewed feature To End 
All Wars, production information relating to the main feature, and two notices. 

However these additional components do not affect the classification given to the 
original feature. Four of the five trailers and one notice appearing on the DVD version 
are the same as those included in the original video recording. Of the remaining 
additional content, the most significant is the 'making-of short feature. Although this 
content adds to the extent to which brutal and realistic violence and cruelty in relation 
to war is depicted, its manner of presentation, including establishing a context of real 
events, is consistent with that of the feature.
